Hearing 
of this Jand grant of the Regina 
and Prince Albert Railway, and hay- 
ing leoked over the countrys along the 
line of railway, the Saskatchewan 


Valley Land Company decided that | 
they could afford to pay the com- | 
pany a moderate price for the lands 


along the line, if the company chose 
to accept them from the government. 
On the basis of the land company’s 
offer, the railway company accepted 
the land grant from the government 
as originally offered. The land com- 
pany then purchased from the rail- 
way company the whole, or practical- 
ly the whole, of the railway land 
grant, 2mounting to over a million 
acres, at a price of $1.53 per ‘acre, 
agreeing to take the land in the area 
within which the government desired 
the railway company to _ select its 
land.

The first condi- 
tion is that they musi settle twenty 
homesteaders on free homesteads in 
each township before they are al- 
lowed to purchase the balance of the 
even numbered sections in thai town- 
ship, or such namber of them as they 
gesire, at the price of a dollar an 
nore; and they must also have sei tled 
twelve settlers upon. the railway 
lands in the same township; that is 
ty say, in order to secure the privi- 
leze of buying up elever sections of 
land at a dollar an acre in any of 
the townships selected, they must 
place thirty-two settlers in that 
township, or a setiler for each sec- 
tion in the township exclubive of 
Hudson Pay and school lands.

Conditicns More than Fulfilled

inz of some 1,100 homesteaders upon 
the tract.
